WASHINGTON, May 2 —President T rum an’s fam ine em er­ 
gency comm ittee appealed today for energetic com m unity cam ­ 
paigns throughout the land to conserve food for fam ine relief. 
T he nation’s m ayors were called upon individually to get 
these drives rolling by setting up local famine emergency com­ 
m ittees th a t will enlist the united efforts of the com m unity’s lead­ 
ership. 
The appeal for community fam ine emergency cam paigns went 
out to the mayors in letters from C hairm an C hester Davis, who 
suggested the local committees be headed by civic leaders who 
will give “real’’ tim e and energy to the work. 
Stressing the urgency of the situation, Davis recommended 
th e com m ittees include representatives of civic and religious 
organizations, labor, hotels, restaurants, retailers, veterans, news­ 
papers, schools, broadcasters, advertisers and other appropriate 
groups. 
In its report on the butter situation, the agriculture depart­

tures and

The m onth in general, however, 
was favorable for farm ers doing 
field work. All oats are sown and 
corn is being planted; w heat fields 
indicated a fair crop, he said. 
April last year Was a wet m onth, 
Copeland’s records show, w ith 4.53 
inches precipitation, a high tem ­ 
perature of 82 and a low of 21. A 
norm al of 40 per cent sunshine cor­ 
responded to 40

last 
m onth. 
The observer takes note th a t the 
year is short 3.88 inches in rain ­ 
fall. Good, warm rains are needed 
badly for all vegetation. 
The warm est April on record was 
in 1921 when the average was 52.6 
degrees, which is above the 53-year 
average of 47.6 degrees.
